1. FONDEPT ASIA PACIFIC DIRECTORATE ACTING CHIEF 
AKOSAH INFORMED POLCOUNS MAY 12 THAT EARLIER IN 
MORNING GOI HAD LEARNED TO ITS DISMAY THAT "SEVERAL 
HUNDRED” VIETNAMESE REFUGEES HAD LANDED IN NATUNA 
ISLAND, HAVING TRAVELED THERE BY SMALL FISHING BOATS. 
AKOSAH SAID GOI IS CONTINUING POLICY OF PROVIDING 
ASSISTANCE TO REFUGEES IN TRANSIT (OF WHOM PRIOR TO 
NATUNA GROUP THERE ONLY ONE VIETNAMESE PROFESSOR 
AND FAMILY) BUT IS NOT PREPARED TO ACCEPT REFUGEES AS 
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PERMANENTRESIDENTS. HE STATED THAT HE HAD JUST 
PARTICIPATED IN "GREAT DEBATE" IN WHICH THOSE WHO WANTED 
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TO SEND REFUGEES ON ELSEWHERE WERE STUMPED BY QUESTIONS 
"SHERE" AND ''HOW". 


2. TURNING TO LARGER QUESTTION OF INDONESIAN RELATIONS WITH 
INDOCHINA STATES, AKOSAH STATED THAT, DESPITE FACT NVN 
GOVERNMENT HAS AKSED INDONESIAN AMBASSADOR TO HANOI USEP 
WHY GOI DOES NOT RECOGNIZE "PROVIDIONAL GOVERNMENT IN SOUTH”, 
PRG REPRESENTATIVE IN JAKARTA HAS NEVER "SAID A WORD” 

ABOUT RECOGNITION. GOI WILL CONTNUE TO STUDY SITUATION AND 
"WILL TAKE ITS TIME” ABOUT RECOGNITION, AKOSAH COMMENTED. 

3. AKOSAH SAID GOI HAS KEPT INTACT NUCLEUS ICCS PERSONNEL 
WHICH IT HOPES TO RETURN TO SAIGON (TO OBSERVE 
DEVELOPMENTS) WHOULD AUTHORTIITES THERE GIVE APPROVAL. 

PRG REPRESENTATIVE HAS TO DATE BEEN VERYCOOL TO IDEA, 

HOWEVER. IN AN ASIDE AKOSAH NOTED THAT, VIA INDONESIAN EMBASSY 
HANOI, GOI HAS HEARD THAT NVNGOVERNMENT IS CLAIMING THAT 

OF PARIS AGREEMENT ONLY ARTICLES 1,4,9,20 AND 21 ARE STILL 
VALID. 

4. WHEN ASKED IF GOI HAS RECEIVED REPLY TO MESSAGE 
EXTENDING RECOGNITION TO GRUNK, AKOSAH REPLIED IN 
NEGATIVE, ADDING GOI IS IN NO HURRY AND IS NOT FOLLOWING 
UP ON QUESTION. 
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
